'‘Aftey the long dry spell of over 
six weeks we finally got a good soak- 
ing rain August 19th, and while the 
threshermen, ready with their crews 
to begin work, did not look with joy 
on the rain it certianly did much good 
to late sown oats, potatoes and other 
garden truck. This has been a rather 
peculiar year, with long dry spells, 
and still we have a fair average crop. 
Last fall’s excessive moisture gave 
the crops a great sendoff in the spring 
and then every time it looked like 
drying out a good ruin came just in 
the neck of time. 

CConsider.ble late oats was sown 
after the rains in the later part of 
June, and some people predicted that 
the late crops would soon be best. 
However, when it stopped raining 
after July 1st and the weather turned 
extremely hot the late sown oats be- 
gan to look sick. One farmer said he 
thought he would have to cut his with 
a rod weeder, but the August rains 
saved him that method, 

This year has been a, fairly good 
one for fruit and some varieties will 
make a good yield. 

It was rather dry for strawberries. 
After a few pickings mine dried up 
on the plants. No doubt those peo- 
ple who have the everbering — kind 
came out ahead this year. 

Currants, raspberries and _ other 
emall fruit did well. My transcend- 
ent crabs and chene plums were al- 
most a failure this year, owing to the 
‘early spritg the blosvoms got ni; ped 
by night frosts, This year proved 
the wisdom of having many varities 
as other crab .pple trees are well fill- 
ed. So are the standard apple trees. 
The same is true of the various other 
kinds of plums. My opata plum trees 
are loaded and as the plums ripen the 
last part of August there is no fear 
of frost. There is no cyubt but that 
the opate and sopa plums, almost 
alike, ure the best all around plum 
for Alberta. 

N. E, Hansen, professor of horti- 
culture, at Brookins, South Dakota, 
who has developed this plum from 
the low] sandcherry and Luther Bur- 
bank’s gold plum surely did a good 
deed for the Canadian farmer when 
he developed these hybrid plums ;.nd 
apples, whereby it is now possible for 
any farmer, at least in the better por- 
tions of Alberta, to grow his own 
fruit provided he has a shelterbelt,

wheat. With the expiration of the 
July option and the pricking of the 
bubble, the men who had attempted 
to squeeze the mark:t found them- 
selves with a large quantity of 
wheat on hand whieh they had 
sought ul the inflated July prices 
ind which they would now be com- 
wtled to dispose of in competition 
with the American wheat. In the 
neantime the Pool had obtained 
‘or its members a very good price 
uw their wheat, 

The Pool is charged in the article 
eferred w with having depressed 
he markct by the delivery of this 
wheat, yet, us a matter of fact, No, 
| Northern wheat is at the time of 
yriting trading slightly above the 
»rice at which it stood on July 1st. 
Che statement is also made that the 
Pool had been throwing wheat on 
he market during the month of 
July in quantities which had 
checked advances. This statement 
is a'so disproved by the actual fig- 
ures. On July 2nd the price was 
$1,495, on July 3ist it was $1.59% 
and the high point reached between 
these dates was $1,62%. 

The charge is also made that the 
Pool is speculating in futures con- 
trary to its expressed principles. 
The fact is that the Pool takes ad- 
vant. of every available market 
to disyorwe of th ers’ wheat 
und on this occasion it happened 
that the attempted corner gave the 
Pool an opportunity to sell a quan- 
tity of wheat which they had 
actually at their disposal at a price 
which was temporarily higher than 
other markets offered. »The Pool 
was not selling paper wheat with 
the object of buying it in again at 
a lower price, which is the method 
of the speculators, but was dis- 
posing of farmers’ grain which 
they had for sale. 

These are the facts of the opera- 
tion and show that the “long” in- 
terests in July wheat lost out in 
their efforts to rig the market for 
their own benefit, while the Pool 
had succeeded in marketing, at a 
very satisfactory price, a large 
quantity of wheat,

Chancellor of the Exchequer of the 
British Government, and E. R, Pea- 
eock, a director of the famous Bank 
of Baring Brothers, to the director- 
ate of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, has caused very favorable 
comment in Canadian and English 
financial circles, 


The annual across-Canada educa- 
tional tour carried out under the 
auspices of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, terminated recently at To- 
ronto and Professor Sinclair Laird, 
Dean of Macdonald College, who was 
in charge of the party of over 100 
teachers, students and professional 
men, stated that their entire trip 
had been an unqualified success. 


Over 8,000 tickets were sold re- 
cently for the annual picnic and out- 
ing of the Angus Shops in Montreal 
to Ste. Rose, which proved the most 
successful ever held. Prominent 
officials who took part in the day’s 
outing were: Mr. Grant Hall, vice- 
president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway; John Burns, works man- 
ager at the Angus shops; J. D. Muir, 
assistant works manager, and W. 
Peterson, shop engineer. 


Promptness in First Aid handling 
by C.P.R. in the case of a man whose 
leg was completely severed while 
he was at work unloading the S.S. 
“Montroyal” at Quebee recently un- 
doubtedly saved the man’s life, ac- 
cording to the surgeon of the ‘“Mont- 
royal.” The First Aid rendered by 
Sergeant Murphy and Constable 
Kelly, of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, was reported to have been the 
means of saving the injured man's 
life. 


A Canadian owned Ayrshire cow, 
“Nellie Osborne of Elmshade the 
16th,” owned by W. C. Wylie, of 
Howick, has displaced the American 
owned Ayrshire for the world’s re- 
cord milk and butter production for 
this breed. In a 306-day official 
test she produced 21,241 pounds of 
milk and 909 pounds of butterfat. 
The previous record production for 
the same number of days was 18,266 
pounds of milk and 739 of butter- 
fat. 


Immigration to Canada fer the 
first two months of the fiscal year 
amounted to 86,113, according to an 
official statement issued by the De- 
partment of Immigration and Colon- 
sation. This is an increase of 11,- 
791 over the same two months a 
year ago. Immigration for May, 
which is the latest month included 
in the statement, was 18,620 this 
year, as compared with 13,338 last 
year. British immigration has in- 
creased from 6,559 in May, 1925, to 
7,986 in May, 1926. For the same 
months immigration from the United 
States has increased from 1,757 to 
2,063 and from other countries 6,022 
to 8,571, 


Announcement was made from the 
headquarters of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway at Montreal recently 
of the retirement of W. B., Lanigan, 
general freight traffic manager 
from the services of the Company 
which he has served for forty-two 
continuous years. Mr. Lanigan is 
regarded as one of the outstanding 
authorities on rail rates, and, al- 
though relieved from active official 
duties at his own request, he will be 
Tetained in the company’s service in 
order that his special knowledge and 
long experience in traffic matters 
may be available in connection with 
enquiries before the Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners.

PLANT EVERBEARING STRAWBERRIES NOW 


As many in Gleichen are talking of planting ever- 
bearing strawberries The Call quotes the appended from 
an artcle sent out by the Dominion Experimental farm: 
While everbearing strawberries can hardly be considered 
a commercial crop for general use, yet such advances 
have been made with the introduction of newer varieties 
that are worth a trial in many places, 

The fall yield from these varieties is much lower than 
from the June sorts. This necessitates a higher price if 
the returns per acre are to be comparable. Some of the 
best varieties have at the experimental farm, yielded at 
the rate 2000 to 2500 boxes per acre, the first fall, and then 
have given a June crop the following season at the rate 
of 4000 to 5000 boxes, with a second fall crop about equal 
to the first. To obtain the best results, fall planting seems 
to be advisable. By planting in September, the plants be- 
come well established, and are thus in a position to form 
a large number of runners for the next fall’s crop. As 
most varieties of everbearers are not rapid runner makers 
plant them not more than one foot apart in the rows, and 
if the first fall crop is to be a feature stagger them and put 
in a double row one foot apart, leaving three and a half 
feet between centres of double rows. In this way a very 
large number of young plants can be established by the 
next autumn. Failing this very early spring planting of 
well matured and early plants is necessary. As the first 
buds of these fall bearers are formed shortly after the 
young plants root, an application of a nitrogenous fertil- 
izger, sometime in early July, has been found very helpful 
in promoting productiveness in the fall. 

It is advisable of course to keep the bloom picked 
off during the first year until the first if July. After 
that, however, they should be permitted .to fruit at will. 
Results have not been obtained from the removal of the 
bloom the second spring. At this time, blossom removal is 
really impracticable owing to the heavy expense mvolved 
and the loss of a good June crop. 

Of the varieties to be recommended only two have 
really been tried at this station viz. Champion and Duluth 
These are improvements over Progressive and Superb 
under our conditions. The two other much advertised 
varieties Mastoden and Rockhill], have not fruited here yet 
but the writer has.seen the Rockhill in other places where 
it appeared to be the most promising fall bearing sort yet 
introduced, Canadians must remember that our falls 
are not as long as further south, which means that many 
green berries are frozen on the vines. This necessitates 
a considerable discount from fall yields reported from 
southern countries. 


We want to say a good word for the man who meets 
his small obligations promptly.
